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Day at laft appeited, yet bluſhing to behold 
the Cataſtrophe of ſo fatal a Tragedy, where 
the Streets lay covered with Blood and diimem- 
Ered Men; Fame ſoon carried tidings of this 
Tumult and Diſturbance to King Tascredas, who 
ſojourn'd then with theEarl of Pa ler mc, u ho from 
my Matter hearing the certain Cauſe of his 
Daughter's Death provoking the King to a ſpeely 
Revenge, ſo that with all Expedition he re- 
turned to Syracs/e, where his Preſence quitted 
the Remains of any further Stirs, there was di- 
ligent Enquiry made to diſcover you, but hear- 
ing you were g ne, he ſent many Veſſels iu pur- 
ſuit of you amongſt many that were ſent forth, 
the Earl of Palermo and my Maſter ſent out 
this we are now in, at their own Charge, man- 
ning it with their own Servants, thinking their > 
Intereſt would oblige them to revenge their - 
Irjurics more fully, promiſing great Rewards 
to us all if we cuuld ſecure you Alive, or if 
Dead, to produce your Head; in the mean time 
our Veſſel was Rigging, and making ready to 
put forth to Sea, yuur Father ard Mother were 
both ſolemnly Interr'd th the grear Ter: ple of 
tne City. Soon after we put to Sea, and in two 
Days time had che ill Fortune to meet with you, 
what then happened is Bleeding freſh in Me- 
mory, and therefore needs 10 Rehearſ. I; all 
that I know I have related unto you, which 
will be Caution encugh I hope to periwade you ' 
forth of theſe narrow Seas, it you do prize your 
Life, and the Lives of cheſe Men that accom- 
pany =, ſince there is no Harbour on the 
African Shore will ſecure you ; for Sicilia he- 
ing under the Government of che Carthagenias:

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greater Conſeq nence that the delivering of you

Spectator of; I feel Death ſeizing on me. Oh! 
whether am I going? To ſtrange and unknown 
Shades, from whence none yet ever returned 
in to give a Deſcription, but whatever 
it be, ie is a Reſting-place ter Innocency, then 
farewell reſtleſs World, I ſhall find that there [ 
could never find in thee. He pronounced theſe 
laſt Words imperfectly, and giving a grevious 
Groan he ſoon ga ve up the Ghoſt. 

I no ſooner ſaw him departed away, but draw-

Away we went forth of the Mediterranean Sea, 
paſſed the Strerghts of Grbralter, or Hercules 
Pill irs. touching at the Iſle of Cadzz, and taking 
in fre Water and Victuals needful for ſo long 
a Voyage, we leſt the Frricen Shore aſtern, and 
failed away due North; when I came ſomething 
better to myſelf I could not muck gainſay of 
ditapprove what they had done, fince I had no- 
thing could detain or perſwade my return to 
Syracuſe, fince all my Joys were vaniſhed in the 
Loſs of Deſdemena, and my dear Parents. 


It would be too tedious to give you a Rela- 
tion over what Seas we paſs' d, and how many 
dangers we eſcap'd, ſailing over mighty Waters 
where the Waves like Mountains did almoſt 
lift us up to the Skies, and then gain to caſt 
us into a Valley like the Jaws of Death, ſo that 
the Death we did fly from did feem to meet us, 
and that which we would have ſhunn'd began 
to overtake us; but by Heavens Ordinance, 
which would not permit my wretched Lite 
ſhould ſo end, we eſcaped theſe fearful and 
dreadful Dangers, and were preſerved free from 
Shipwreck, where every Wave threatned Ruin, 
and Every Storm Deſtruction, fo that at laſt we 
arnv'd ſafely at — — where caſting 


forth our Anchors, and furling our Sails, we 
went aſhore, where we ſoon feund the great Al- 
teration ef the Climate. 9 


Here 
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Here was I accounted of a Stranger, all 
thought I had my Original from hence; and in- 
deed [ might well be term'd fo, ſince the Coun 
try Cuſtoms and Manners of the People were 
all ſtrange to me; and rather begat an Admira- 
tion, to ſee a Kingdom ſo very Poor, than a 
Hope to receive any Suſtenation from them: 
I verily believe if King Tazcredus and the Earl 
of Palermo had known of my being there, they 
would have ſcarce made ſo Jong and dangerous 
a Journey after me; ſo that I need not have gi- 
ven the King of Nerway the Trouble to protect 
me in his Domimons ; the very Coldneſs of his 
Country and dangerous Seas that lay betwixt 
Sicilia and this Place, were of Force enough tor 
our Safety. 

But Life alone without a Livelihood to main- 
tain it, is a continual Death; I could not with- 
cut great ir gratitude leave theſe poor Men, 
who had fo willingly made them ſelves Compa- 
nions in my Misfortunes to periſh in an unknown 
. Land, We ſtaid there about five Months, and 
all the Wealth I did enjoy ſerved only to de- 
fray our Charges. Neceſſity began ſo much to 
ſtraiten me, that I had nothing left wherewith- 
al to maintain almoſt an Hundred Men. And 
nothing remained but the bare and intire Ship. 
What enſorced me to offer it to Sale; rhe poor 
Men hanging down their Heads with the Senie 
of Sorrow in Expectation of their future Con- 
ditien, none cffered to object againft the Pro- 
poſal I had made, for Nature call'd to be fatis- 
fied, many Merchants refiding there offered to 
buy it, but we could not ſuddenly agree of the 
Price.

qually among them all but they would not agree 
to that, ſo that by their Importunicy | was forced 
to receive the one halt with which | redeem'd the 
beſt part of my Grandfather's Poſſeſſions ; we put 
forth to Sea again, and returned with many rich 
Prizes, as is almoſt incredible; I redeemed the 
Reſi due of my Grandfather's Eitate, and in a 
ſmall time purchaſed greater Lordſhips, yet al- 
ways reſerving a great Stock of Money ready all 
Occaſion; ; all the Ships that was fit tor War [ 
ſet forth to Sea again, making of my own Men 
Officers, which had as their Servants many of 
the King of Norway's Subjects that went with 
them, and in that way continued a long Time. 
Thus we d ſperſed ourſelves on the Sea, and be-

ſure and eaſe after ſo many pait Miteries ; I 
promiſed to perform all that he defired after I 
had been forth ons Voyage more, and at ny 
return to ſubmit to what ever he ſhould com- 
mand me; I gave kim many obliging thanks 
for his concern he had for me, and fo took my 
Leave of him, promiſing a ſpeedy return. 
Our Ship being ready, and the Wind blowing 
fair, we quickly left Norway, and failing about 
Three Days by the Directions of che Compaſs 
Eaſtwards, and meeting no Prize, we ſevered 
ourſelves to divers Quarters, ſo that I left my- 
| ſelf alone, only with this Admiral Ship we are 
now in, and Cruifing about ſame time to little 
Purpoſe, we 1efolved to put afhore on the 
Faſt Parts of Albion (as ofrentimes we had 
done before) to Forrage for Cattle to Victual 
our Ship; when at our firſt Landing, For- 
rune prefented us with the Sight of your Bro-

VEre Ancris ended the Story of the Ad- 
ventures of his Life. leaving Or/amus and 
Cynthia in Admiration and Aſtoniſhment; they 
faw he was purſued by a Divine Hand, and that 
it was impoſſible for him to fly his Fate, fo 
that fhey began to look on their own Condition, 
tearfully apprehending the Calamities might

ther a Village, to this Man the Cuſton of ſome 
Haven, te another the Profit of ſome Burrough 
Town, beſtowing in this Manner the moſt part 
of his Demeſns and Revenues ; and when þ 
dieus, one of hi Lieutenan's asked him what he 
reſerved for hamfelf? He antwered, I leave

Oſwald, that famous Kirg of the Northum- 
bers, had a Brother named Otwin, the only Suc- 
ceflor to that great Kingdnm ; he was Married 
to a Noble Lady, by whom he had Iſſue Egftrid 
the Elder, and Orſamus one Year younger; fo 
that you are not my Son, as kitherto you have 
eſteemed your ſelf, when that Fatal Battle of 
Maſterfield was fought by King Penda, the Ty- 
rant of Mercia, againſt your Uncle Oſuald, King 
of the Northumbers, in which Field be was 
ſlain.

bur mine was driven a contrary coarſe unto that 
which you went, ſo that we ſcon ſeparted a 
great Diſtance, ſo that I never ſaw you ſince, 
until this Moment. Sometime after your Eather 
recovered, and took Poſſeſſion of his Brother's

My 
Spirits returned Home again without bring- 
ing the leaſt Intelligence of Or/amus's abode, 
* this being revealed unto Cynthia added much
